HE census bureau at Washington reports 22,62.1 fatali- 


ties from highway accidents in 1923. 
This figure rep- 


resents nn increase of 3,4]8 over the 1922 fatalities. 


Thoughtful, heads will shake over these statistics and yet 


they arc to be expected in view of the great number of street 
cars and railroads, Che increasing number of automobiles and 
motor trucks, the ever-growing mnriber of pedestrians, 
the 


greater congestion on highways everywhere and the general 
speeding-up of traffic. 


To the automobile alone is charged 18,452 deaths 
in 


3923. That is 20.4 persons 
for every 100,000 of population 


were killed in automobile accidents last year. 


There are several lessons for both motorists and pedestri- 


ans in this high deatli rale of the public highways. The first 
and most urgent is greater care on the part of all users of the 
highways, whether motorist or pedestrian. 
There must be 


a general awakening 1n Ihe rights of others and to the faot 
that the number nf automobiles is increasing more rapidly 
than the widths of the highways. 
The second lesson is for 


those public officials who arc responsible for the construction 
and maintenance of the highways. That the fat.nl motor ac- 
cidents may not. grow in numbers the counties and states 
must, whenever the money is available,.construct better, liroad- 
er and less hazardous roads. 


That the public is exercising greater precaution on the 


' • ' motor roads, at street intersections and nt railroad 
grado 


crossings is evident from the t'ncL that although the fatalities 
increase in numbers, they dn not. increase as rapidly as the 
number of automobiles and pedestrians. 
On a basis of pop- 


ulation and number of automobiles Ihe highway fatalities nre 
slowly diminishing.
